LONDON, 
Sept. 
20.—The 
Day 
of 


'Atonement was marked In London by 
serious rioting In the Jewish quarter 
In the East End. Over 2000 Jews en- 
caged In a disturbance and nearly 300 
police had to be called out before the 
disorder 
was 
quelled. 
The 
trouble 


arose over the action of non-conform- 
ing' members of a social democratic 
Jewish-club at Spitalnelds, sltUHteri in 
the heart of a district containing about 
2000 Jewish inhabitants. The socialists 
opened a parade, in disregard of the 
fasting Injunction and made a celebra- 
tion with wines at the club house. The 


Orthodox Jews were angered and stir- 
rounded the club house and stoned It. 


The socialists threw bottles a.t .the 


crowd and soon the two or three nar- 
row streets in the vicinity became 
choked by a fighting .mob. Ambulances 
were called out 
and the doctors had 


ninny minor cases to attend to. 'Final- 
ly the police quelled the disturbance, 
cordoned off the streets In the disturb- 
ed r.rea and made several arrests. Ex- 
cited groups of Orthodox Jews, how- 
ever, continued to parade the streets 
anu the houses of several Jews were 
stoned.

flrhich Blurted on the water front here 
•t midnlffht ond which 
wns subdued, 


broke out again early today and caused 
a heavy donmKC to surrounding property. 
The lnta.1 loss Is estimated at $2.00Q,WW 
with Insurance of about three quarters of 
that amount. 


The flro started between Black Broth- 


ers store and tho Forhans 
Company's 


•ail loft on Pickford and Black's wharf. 
The flames spread 
to 
Black Brothers 


warehouse, situated on Thrown wnarf. 
Black Brothers hd !arg;» quantities of 
•pitch, tar and ships outfits In the ware- 
house and for a time the firemen were un- 
able to make much headway. Their "work 
was made hazardous by the presence of 
a quantity of powder and dynamite upon 
Black Brothers wharf, but these ex- 
plosives were thrown overboard. 
Later 


the liremen were obliged to retreat be- 
cause of a scries of explosions in Black 
Brother^ warehouse, caused by powder 
and chemicals. 
AH the apparatus in the 


dty was summoned to the scene and the 
flremen were assisted by men from th-a 
barracks. 
In two hours the flames were 


thought to be under control. 
The loss 


was estimated at £50.000, divided betwcea 
Pickford and Blnck and Black Drot ti- 
ers. 


Several hours later the flre broke out 


in Blnck Brothers' large brick building, 
flames 
having 
worked 
their 
way 


througrh an elevator well, unknown to 
the 
firemen. 
Prom Black Brothers' 


brick building, the flre extended to a 
lame warehouse owned by Pickford & 
Black, and to 
their 
office 
building. 


These two structures were of ntone 
and had a front on Water street, about 
a quarter of a mile north of the scene 
of Thursday's flre, which 
destroyed 


neveral 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars' 


worth of property. 


Near the stone buildings -were situ- 


ated a number of wooden shops and 
stores. Although the. fire burned until 
Inte In the forenoon, the fire depart- 
ment was ablo to confine the damagre 
to the area described by 
the 
two 


wharves and the buildings named. 


The heaviest 
IOBB falls upon Pick- 


ford and Black, agents of a number of. 
steamship lines and ship chandlers, 
who carried a large amount of supplies 
and other things, nnd Black brothers. 
Among other concerns who lost their 
places are Bryant & McDonald, whole- 
sale tf.;\ 
dealers; Thomas Forhan & 


Co., sail makers and several smaller 
concerns. 


G. C. Cook & Co.'s stock. In a build- 


ing adjoining Black Brothers, was del- 
uged with water, and H, H. Fuller & 
Co., hardware dealers, sustained con- 
siderable damage 
from 
smoke 
and 


water. 
It is understood that the de- 


stroyed property will be restored. The 
cause of the fire Is unknown. 


There Is a theory that the flre may 


have 
been 
of Incendiary origin, al- 


though no evidence has been found aa 
yet to substantiate the Idea. 
There 


had been no fire In the buildings on the 
wharves for 24 hours previous to the 
outbreak. A vast quantity of 
goods 


was moved out of neveral 'warehouses 
and stores in the vicinity of the flre 
and these were

The stone arid brick buildings owned 


by Pickford ajid
